India  and  fears  are  expressed  of  famine  in  many  parts  of  the  Dependency. 

In  NORTH  A'SHldM,.  harvesting  is  practically  finished  and  the  yields 
appear,  on  the  whole,  to  be  somewhat  better  than  last  year.    From  EGYPT 
recent  reports  indicate  favorable  climatic  conditions*    The  area  sewn 
to  cotton  for  1921  is  estimated  at  1,335,000  acres.    This  is  considerably 

less  than  in  1920,  when  the  area  was  appro;5imately
